FISHERIES DISPUTE TO BE LEFT OPEN. 


The Three Doubtfal Democratic States Sure 
to Vote for Clevelan and Thurman 
—Congressional Prospects. 


Wasntnetron, September 28.—[Special.}]—It 
fs very cvidentthat the republican senators 
have concluded not to pass the retaliation bill 
asked for by Mr. Cleveland, in order to earry 
out the policy forced upon him by the rejection 
of the fisheries treaty. When Mr. Sherman 
affered the resolation calling for an inquiry 
into the relations between the United States 
and Great Britain and Canada, it was well 
undersiood that it was to serve as a sort of off- 
get tothe president’s request for additional 
retaliatory powers, to be used as circumstances 
might require. 

Yesterday Mr. Sherman reported the resolu- 
tion from the foreign relations committee with- 
out any recommendation whatever. He asked 
that it be placed on the calendar, and in doing 
go made the significant remark that the com- 
mittee did not wish to press a final vote on any 
measure this session. This, and the sending 
of the resolution to the calendar, is interpreted 
as meaning that the retaliation bill will be 
pigeon-holed in the committee room, while the 
resolution will serve as an excuse for numer- 
ous speeches criticising the president, which 
will be printed at the government’s expense 
and sent through the mna‘'s gs campaign doc- 
uments under the franks of the senators, 

POLITICAL PROBABILITIFS. 

At the time the Mills bill was being discuss- 
edin the house,and its internal revenue features 
were the subject of comment, it was remark- 
ed among the republicans that they would be 
the means of overturning the democrats in the 
states of North Carolina, Virginia and West 
Virginia. These states are desirous of a toial 
repeal of the internal revenue system and be- 
cause the Miils bill did not carry its reforms to 
this extreme length, the republicans rejoiced 
over the prospect of breaking the solid south, 


and in their calculations of the electoral votes- 


which would be cast for Harrison and Morton, 
included those from these three states. The 
latest accounts from this district, how- 
ever, indicate that the usual 
fate which attends the prophetic counting of 
chickens awaits these repubiican prognostica- 
tions. A gentleman who has justi returned 
from West Virginia declares that things never 
looked brighter for the democrats in that 
state than they do now. Not only will the 
three democratic representaties in the present 
house be re-eiected, but a democrat will be 
gent to represent the first district in place of 
General Goff, who refused to be renominated 
to congress in order. to make the 
race for governor on the republican 
ticket. The state will give a large 
majority for the Cleveland and ‘Lharman elec- 


rs. 

In North Carolina the republicans are strain- 
ing every nerve for victory, and the campaign 
committee is sending money into the state fo 
defeat the re-election of several democratic 
congressmen. The gentlemen whose districts 
have been selected as offering the best pros- 
pects of republican success are Mr, Latham: 
representing the first district; Mr. Simmons, 

f the second and Mr. Johnston. of the ninth. 

istrict In the first two districts there isa 
strong colored vote, but divisions in the re- 
publican party assisted last year in 
the election of the democratic candidates. 

In the first district these dissensions are un 
healed and Mr, Latham will net have much 
difficulty in securing his return to congress. 

In the second, however, the republicans 
bave united and Mr. Simmons has a hard fig hit 
before him. Last year he succeeded in divid- 
ing the colored vote, and he ejaims that he 
will be able todo so again, although his old 
opponent, the colored republican, O’Hara, is 
once more running against him. 

A TALK WITH MR. JOHNSTON. 

Mr. Johnston, of the ninth district, has just 
returned from a visit to his home, and ina 
conversation today with your correspondent, 
expressed himself as confident of re-election. 

“North Carolina,’’ sgid he, “will certainly 
give a democratic majority of from fifteen to 
twenty thousand.”’ 3 

As to the fight in the congressional districts 
I can only speak with knowledge regarding 
my own. The republicans have marked me 
for one of their victims, and have sent seyeral 
thousand dollars in my district to secure my 
defeat.

RESTRICTING THE CHARITY. 

The following letter was made public this 
morning: 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla.. September 28, 1888.—To Dr. 
Neal Mitchell, President Board of Health: Dear 
Sir--I enclose you certain rules that I am. forced to 
make in regard to free medicines and nurses at the 
government expenses, on account of the many 
c.ises ol Imposition on the charity of the govern- 
ment that almost hourly ecme under my observa- 
tion. You will:jo me the favor to notify the prac 
ticing physicians of Jacksonville that certificates 
given by them to nurses emploved by them, or by 
their patients for pay, and not sent out by the gov- 
ernmeut nurse bureau, cannot be indorsed by me 
or ordered paid, and they must look tothe pariies 
employing them. The Marine hospital bureau au- 
thorized the payment of murses and 
biils for medicines for the indigent sick 
with yellow fever from the tents, but it was under- 
stood by me, and I think by yourself, that the nurses 
so employed under government pay must be ap- 
proved and registered under my action and be sent 
out only by my consent. It is believed that the 
suj ply has been equal to all legitimate demanils, 
andin many cases where a nurse was ccullly 
needed and none available at the bureaua nurse was 
employed on the recommendation of any physician 
sending him orhertome, I think you shouid ac- 
quaint the physiciansof Jacksronvilie with all the 
fucts bearing upon or having relation to the gov- 
ernment relief measures, in order that they may 
clearly understand my powers and my restrictions. 

JOSEPH Y, PoRTER, 
Surgeon in Charge of the Government Relief. 

The rules referred to forbid the supplying of 
free medicines aud medical supplies to any and 
all persons who are able to pay for them, and 
to restrict the supplying of wines. These to 
those only who stand in actual need of them, 
in the opinion of the attending physician, and 
then only in small quantities at atime. Pa- 
tients living alone in unfurnished houses, not 
surrounded by ordinary comfort, and unable 
to provide for the sustenance of nurses while 
in attendance upon them, cannet be furnished 
with nurses. All such must go tothe hospital 
provided for them, Many minor details gov- 
erning the practice cf physicians are also 
clearly set forth in thiscodeof rules. It i¢ ex- 
pected that they will do much in the way of 
relieving the practitioners, the bureau and the 
board of health of the many embarrassinents 
under which they now labor. Physicians in 
general indorse this action of Dr. Porter, and 
will comply fully. 

A NIGHT OF HORROR. 

One of the patients reported dead in Thurs- 
day’s list, lost his life by reason of his own 
recklessness and utter disregard of physicians 
and nurses orders. He was regaining rapidly 
on Wednesday night. Dr. Summers left him 
at about {ten o’clock, and supposed the 
patient would lookout for himself under the 
guidance of his nurses. His physician had de- 
parted, the patient ordered the nurse prompt- 
ly from the premises, and later received a call 
from a male Acquaintance in company with two 
lewd women of thetown. A game supper was 
ordered from a neighboring restauraut, with 
numerous bottles of wine. Even these reckless 
callers remonstrated, when the patient began 
partaking of meat, gravies and vegetables, but 
he replied: 

‘D—n Dr. SungMers, I don’t propose to 
I haven’t had 
a square meal for over a week, and I’m going 
to fill up now.”’ 

Remonstrations were useless apparently, for 
the banquet preceeded and the wine flowed 
freely. The whole company caroused until 
morning,thejorgies making night hideous for a 
block or twoaway. The callers left the pa- 
tient ina drunken stupor. When Dr. Sum- 
mers called in the morning the patient was 
delirious, and said had a high fever. He con- 
tinued in this state, repeating snatches of 
drinking songs of the night before until about 
8 o'clock, when be died. This is one of the 
horrors of the epidemic which those in 
authority are, of course, helpless to check. 
The dead man leaves a wife and infant at 
present among relatives at the north. 

MRS. CROWLEY AGAIN. 

Mrs. Crowley, the nurse sent to Camp Perry 
for drunkenness, in order to pass herten days 
quarantine before returning her to her home in 
Chicago, is back here again, having been re- 
turned by Surgeon Horton, because she gave 
him too inuch trouble. lt is jearned that she 
became beastly intoxicated on the first night 
of her arrival there, and had to be sent to the 
guard house. She escaped and tied to the 
woods. Surgeons Hutton and Guiteras, with 
asquad of guards, gave her a lively clase 
through the palmetto scrubs, her screams and 
whoops meanwhile made the night hideous. 
W hat the board of health will do with her is 
aquestion. Probably she will be returned to 
camp and the decision of Hamilton in the mat 
ter be awaited.

THE RED CROSS NURSES. 

Mr. McQuaid announced that in response to 
his inguiry, Mrs. Clara Barton had advised 
him that she would pay expenses of the Red 
Cross nurses at McClenny’s. <A commanica- 
tien from Major Durkee was read and referred 
to the purchasing agent, Mr. Mumby. 

Mr, J. M. Schumaker, acting chairman of 
the conference committee, stated that he had 
communicated the wishes of the committee to 
the board of health yesterday, and 
that the board would take meas- 
ures to investigate John L. 
Webb’s electro libation cure at an early date; 
that they were interested in the matter and 
desived to test the contrivance; that the board 
of health had stricken the names of certain 
physicians from the list given to the chairman 
of the committee of nurses and 
medical attention, because those physicians 
refused to report their cases as yellow 
fever patients, and jhe board of health under- 
stood that the government could not pay for 
drugs, nor this committee for other necessaries 
required, except in the case of needy persons 
suifering from yellow fever; that it seemed 
probable that an understanding would be had 
with these physicians at an early date; that 
the board of health had directed its president 
to confer with Dr. J. Y. Porter in reference 
to the action to be taken in_ the 
cases nurses who were no _ longer 
needed _ihere, and that they would 
then report to the board of health and advise 
this committee that the board was considering 
the desirability of increasing the number of 
drug stores where prescriptions should be hon- 
ored by the government; that the board of 
health considered very favorably the sugges- 
tion to include the fumigating staff in the roll 
of sanitary men for which the government will 
pay. 
Mr. C. W. Stansell, for the committee of 
sanitary police, reported that he had ninety- 
nine men employed on the cordon in three 
divisions, and that he would submit his pay 
roll with accurate data tomorrow. His atten- 
tion was cal.ed toa complaint of Mr. Clarson 
in referencé to the use of his office, and he was 
reguesied to amicably arrange the matter, 
The necessity for employing men on the cor- 
don acquainted. with the country people 
who Rad business in the city was also im- 
pressed upon the chairman.

He stated that the impossibility of is- 
suing rations monthly as suggested at the 
meeting, that the committee were 
working with as few commissaries 
as possible, and they were utilizing 
the services of some of the men heretofore em- 
ployed by the committee on sanitary police, 
but that the chairman of the. sub-committees 
were personally investigating the needs of the 
convalescent patients after their discharge by 
their physicians. 

Chairman Weed was instructed to fill all 
orders from Dr. Kobin,§ or other members of 
the committee. ‘The meeting then adjourned.

Co.’s review of trade for the week says:

timates vary either way frum 2% 015,000.00 bushels, 
but it is doubtless the largest crop ever raised, The 
increase of more than 550,000,L00 busie!ls in this crop 
far outweighs in value any loss in the yield of wheat 
and alsoany possible loss in the yieldofcotton, But 
the yield of Outs is also the lurgest on reeord and the 
yield cf hay and polatoes excullent. It is safe to 
say that this years agricultural pro jucis will repre- 
seut at least one hundred miliious more money than 
last year’s at average prices for both. 

Iu -iew of this great gain in the actual produc- 
tion of \ eaith, it is natural to expect an increase of 
activity in business acd manuiactures, Lut as yield 
improvement had been moderate. ‘i his is in part 
because trade has been checked by artificial prices, 
Operators in co.ton have yone sotar that Lnglish 
manufacturers have begun to work short tine in 
order to provoke the corner, and in this country the 
demand for cotton good: is slow and couservative. 

1nd iron market 1s quoted stronger at Philadel. 
phia, but Weaker at Pittsburg, and the Thomas com- 
pauy continues large saics at unchanged prices; 
southern No, 1 is quoted at $145.10 here, but the 
fear of interinuption by yellow fever tempo- 
rarily affects the market. No improvement appears 
in steel rails, of which 18,000 tons were sold mainly 
by western mills at $30, being relatively lower than 
the current price $28, at the eastern mills. With 
several more furnaces added to the producing 
capacity the prospect of the main line in any ad- 
vance in pig iron is net, clear. Iron and some other 

roducts would more readily advance if railroad 

uiiding should increase, and the latest accounts 
indicate substantial progress toward a seitlement of 
the northwestern ware, Reports begin to be fre- 
quent that the supply of rolling stock on many 
roads is not adequate for the tratfic offering. 

R:2por.s from interior points are unilormly hopse- 
ful; even those from regions disturbed or visited by 
the yellow fever at the south express the prevailing 
faith that frost wiil soon terminate the interri pvion 
and that business wili son recover, by great 
activity, what it 1s now losing. 

The cotton crop is about three weeks late, and 
forwarding is further delayed by the stoppage of 
traflic, and in many quarters some inconvenience 
arises from the arrest of collections. 

At all western points, beyond the danger of fever, 
business is reported good and improvhig, though 
rather more complaints of slow collections are 
beard. 

Money is poy in ample supply. Exchanges 
for last week show a gain over last year of 6 per 
cent outside of New York. 

Foreign trade improves but little., August imports 
exceeded exports by $11,671,352, and the excess for 
eight months was $87,420,928.

A Young Man From Cochran Attempts Sui- 
cide in Macon—Deterniined to Hold a 
Fair—Other Macon News of Interest. 


Macox, Ga., September 28.—[Special.]—. 


This morning Mr. John Watts, a young man 
about twenty-one years old, arrived from 
Cochran cn the East Tennessee train about 2 
o’clock, and was driven by Haekman Jobn 
Tharpe to Madam Belimont’s, and told Tharpe 
to come for him in an hour, that he wanted to 
leave on the train at 3 o’clock. When the 
hackman went for Watts, Watts made Tharpe 
carry him to another house of ill repute,. and 
told him to come for him early in the morning, 
so he eould return to Cochran on the 8:50 
train. When Tharpe went for Watts he had 
left, and Tharpe found Watts in Bond’s wagon 
yard very drunk, and with drawn pistol, was 
trying to frighten a negro into giving him 
some cotton receipts. Ho got into 
Tharpe’s hack and directed that 
he be driven to Davis’s barroom, corner Oc- 
mulgee and Fifth street. While en route 
Tharpe took Watt’s pistol from him to pre- 
vent him shooting. On reaching Davis the 
hackman gave Watt’s pistol to Mr. Davis, and 
Davis put itaway. Watts drew his knife and 
threatened to kill Davis if he didn’t hand 
back his pistol. Davis took the five cartridges 
out the pistol, which wasa 58 calibre Smith 
and Wesson. and gave the weapon to Watts. 
W atts asked Davis to give him enough money 
to go west, that he never desired again to re- 
turn Cochran. Davis refused “the request, 
and went upstairs and went to his bed room 
about half nast seven o'clock. Shortly -after

Davis declined. Watts then started to 
leave the room, but returned and said: “God 


d—n the luck; I don’t want to live any how, . 


and will kill myself.’””’ He pointed the pistol 
toward his heart and fired, but his hand was 60 
unsteady from much drink that his aim was not 
true, and the ball missed the heart, but en- 
tered, slantingly, just below the left nipple, 
and, ranging around, came out near the side. 
He sat on the bed a few minutes and then wen 
down stairs, remarking to the barkeeper, Mr. 
L. B. Clarke, that he had shot himseif to kill, 
but had failed to accomplish his purpose. He 
then went overto the East Tennessee depot, 

leeding profusely and showed the wound to 
several persons, and said that Davis 
had shot him and tried to Kkill~ him. 
Officer Bailey and Cicero Neal put him 
in a hack and carried him to the city hall 
where Dr. Walker rendered the necessary 
medical attention and he was then carried to 
the Corbett house where. he now is, awaiting 
the arrival of his father, Mr. B. G. Waits, a 
well known citizen of Cochran, of 
the firm of Mayer & Watts. The 
wound is considered fatal. ‘Tharpe, the hack- 
man, said that young Watts told him that 
he was going to forge a check of fifty thousand 
dollars on his father. Itisnot believed by any 
one that Mr. Jim Davis shot Watts. Chief 
Wiley heard the statement of Davis and 
others, and told Mr. Davis there was no eyi- 
dence to warrant his being put under arrest. 
When Watts shot himse}f his shirt canght fire 
from the powder in the pistol, and Mr. Davis 
mt out the fire with water. Chief 
Wiley saw where the shirt was 
burnt. When Mr. Davis handed Watts’s pis- 
tol to him, it was unloaded, and he shot him- 
self with an extra cartridge found in his 
pocket.

To say in such a case that 
reduced rates was the cause, a man would have to 
be gifted witha mind capable of knowing what 
would have been the result had the rates not been 
reduced, -Now, the passenger earnings of the West- 
eri and Atlantic railroad may or may not have 
shown «on increase had the ratcs not been reduced. 
I am sotished that for the four orsix months men- 
tioned by the Weatern and Atlantic, in connection 
Aith this matter, the pas<enger earnings of all the 
railroads in Georgia show an increare. If the 
aythoritics of the Wes’ern and Atlantic will furnish 
a Comparative statement of the earnings from local 
passengers for the periods in question, the percent- 
axe of increase could then be compared with other 
roads in tie state, and then some intelligent opin- 
fon could be deduced.”’

The only possible 
remedy that I can see for the present troubles and 
complaints is to improve and enlarge the accommo- 
Gatious, and thereby guard against dangersin the 
way herein suggested.

ANOTHER SUGGESTION 


About the Depot Problem—Heow Will This 
Do? 

Eprrors Constitution .—I have a sugges- 
tion tomakein reference to the depot question which 
I think embodies many elements of feas bil ty and 
practicability, add by which the yexc@ @quocstion 
which is now engaging the attention of tie people 
of our city, could be settled at comparatively little 
expense, 

In the first place Forsyth street must be bridged 
at the railroad crossing. This has been practically 
agreed upon by the city and the railroads, and it is 
only a question of a short’ time before 
this will be done. This street has natural advan- 
teges on both sides by which it could 
be easily bridged, the bnlidings on 


the west sido of it having been erected with that 


object in view. There isnow an unbroken area for 
railroad use between Forsyth street and Whitehall 
street, over which is the Broad street bridge. Why 
would it not be a good idea to build fa great depot 
fronting on Forsyth sireet on the one side and on 
Whitehall street on the other, the first floor of 
which should be dovoted entirely to tracks. It 
would not be necessary for the tracks toextend as far 
as Whitehall street, as ample depot length could be 
gotten without using the whole distance between 
Forsyth and Whitehall for that purpose. The 
Whitehall street side of the depot would present a 
splen lid business front for several stores as indicat- 
ed in the following figure by the letters 
A, B and C, All trains would get into 
the depot by the Forsyth street entrance, 
all roads Now coming in the city that way except 
the Georgia and the Air-Line, which wouid come in 
by belt roads as has been before suggested, 
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Forsyth Street. 


Whitehall Street. 


Present Track Level. 

The above figure presents the track level of such 
a depot. There would be no encumberance at all 
from Forsyth to Whitehall streets, and the width 
would be that ot the Broad street bridge. 

Now, about the second floor to which would be all 
the passenger entrances. The Broad street bridge 
would be on a level with the second floor with 
fronts on both sides through which entrances would 
be made to both sides of the building, the waiting 
rooms, ticket offices, etc., being on a level 
with ._ the Broad _ street and Forsyth street 
bridges. Stairways would lead from the waiting 
rooms to the track level below by which passengers 
could come and go from the trains In many ofthe 
depots of the European cities the waitingrooms, 
ticket offices, etc., are on the floor above the tracks, 
and the passengers getto and from the trains by 
convenient stairways. The Broad and. Forsyth 
bridges would be on a level with the principal floor 
of the depot, and the main passenger entrances to 
it would be made from them, as por figure below: 
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Whitehall Street.

Why is such a pian not a feasibie one? The cost 
of the building would cover the expense, and the 
rentals which would be derived from the offices 
and rooms, with such convenient frontages, would 
make handsome returns,

The Ward Meetings tn Detall~The Com: 
gnittee of Sixty Citizens Chosen—A Move- 
ment in Favor of Electing City Officers.

THE CHICAGO MARKET, 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provizions. 

CHICAGO, September 28—The wheat was azain 
the center of attraction today, and the attendance 
was unusually large. The early session was no- 
ticeable for activity, and a large business was trans- 
acted in all of the various futures within a higher 
range of prices, but a desperate effort was made to 
break prices, and the raid proved partially success- 
ful, excepting for September futures, which ruled 
strong, and another 25 cents per bushel was added 
to the advance of yesterday, at which figure that 
future was sold to open for September, was the 
same as the closing figures of yesterday, and with 
5c. jumps prices struck $1.50, at which figure the 
market resiei, and at noon a trader, who had con- 
trol of the market, offesed to effect settlements on 
that basis.

Who is Supposed to Be the Puargiar Who 


Shot at Patrolman Veal—What the Negro : 


Says. 

A negro man, whois supposed to have shot 
Patrulman Veal from Reese's store on W ednes- 
day, now occupies a cell in the city prison. 

He ia known as John } orwood. 


Norwood was arrested yesterday morning by | 


Patrolman Harper, who was with Veal when 
the shooting occurred. He is a large muscular 
negro and gave the officers considerable trouble 
in §«=6 pinching him. Karly yesterday 
morning Patrolman Harper was work- 
ing on Wheat street with Patro!- 
manfMershall, and was approached by a negro 
woman who requested him to arrest Norwood. 
The woman’s request was followed by a story 
in which she asserted that Norwood had struck 
her, Thetwopatrolmen started toward the 
Thompson building, on Wheat street, where 
the woman said that Norwood could be found. 
Just as they reached the building a large negro 
darted across the street and, looking back at 
the ofticers, made for Fort street as fast as he 
couk] move. As he sprang away the negro 
woman who was with the officers cried out: 

*That’s him, catch him.” | 

“Yes and I believe that is the negro who 
shot Veal,’ exclaimed -Harper as he sprang 
after him. 

Patrolman Marshall heard his associate’s 
remark and joined in the chase. The two of- 
ficers were only a short distance behind the 
negro andihe race was a@ warm one. They 
gained upon him and the negro seeing that he 
was likely to be overtaken darted into a house. 
The ofticers followed, but when they got inside 
could not find the man. They searched the 
house carefully and were on the point of leav- 
ing when Patrolman Marshal! observed a bun- 
die of carpet under the bed. | 

“Wait a second,” he said, ‘he may be un- 
der that carpet.” 

Alinost before the officer had completed the 
remark the negro sprang out and started for 
the door. Instantly both officers covered him 
with their pistols, commanding him to stand 


still. 

“What do you want me for?’ asked the 
negro almost defiantly. 

“For striking a woman,” arswered one of 
the officers. 

“Oh, if that’s all I’ll go with you,” 
Norwood, his manner changing entirely. 

The patrolman guarded him across the street 
carefully, and telephoning the patrol wagon 
awaited its arrival. The wagon soon rolled 
up, and the prisoner was ss inside. AS 
the door closed upon him, Patrolman Harper 
remarked: 

‘Take good care of him, for I believe he is 
the negro what shot Veal.’’ 

Norwood was searched at the city prison and 
givenacell. He was booked for disorderly 
conduct and quarreling and was denied bond. 
The evidence against him relative to the Veal 
shooting is wholly circumstantial but is rather 
conclusive. Onthe day after the shooting De- 
tectives Bedford and Cason began working the 
case and before dark secured information 
which induced them to suspect Norwood. 
They began watching him closely, at the same 
time sifting the story which had been told 
then. Intheir work they found-that Nor- 
wood was extremely uneasy and was constantly 
on the watch, and that he was more than 
anxious to keep away from the officers. They 
located him ina house near the store from 
which Veal was shot and that house was the 
very one to which oneof the dogs went and 
around which he ran. It was the same house, 
too, in which Patrolmen Harper and Marshall 
found him. 

On the morning of the shooting when 


said 


Patrolman Harper was chasing the burglar, 


he noticed that he was wearing a derby hat. 
Yesterday Norwood had on aslonch bat when 
Patrolman Harper reached the prison he re- 
moved the prisoner’s slouch and placed 

a derby | upon his head. The 
change in the negro’s. appearance 
strengthened the patrolman’s belief that he 
had captured the right man. Norwood is a 
large, muscular negro, of a dark ginger cake 
color. Heis unknown to the fpolice depart- 
ment, and is thought to be_a_sttanger in the 
city. He denies knowing anything about the 
Veal shooting, and talks very insolently. 

“Of course, I don’t know who shot Veal,” 
he said in response to a question last night, 
‘and what is more, I don’t care.’’ 

“But the officers think you did it.” 

“Let them think what they will. 

are. I do know one thing though.’ 

“What's that?” 

“Why, thatthey would have brought re) 
here dead or not atallif Il had known that 
they wanted me for that. I ain’t no more 
guilty of shooting Veal than you are, and I 
wil] show it at the right time.”’ 

‘*W here are you from ?”’ 

‘Right here in Atlanta. I was born and 
brought up down at Mast Point and have been 
living here in Atlanta for three years, and 
have been working for the East Tennessee 
road.”’ ,
